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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The Amendment filed August 21, 2007 has overcome the rejection set forth in the 
Office action sent March 21, 2007. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
36-43 to the invention nonelected without traverse. Please see Applicant's response to 
Election/Restriction sent May 24, 2004. Accordingly, claims 36-43 have been canceled 
herein by the Examiner. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While the cited reference of Payne et al. (6,241,607) teaches a multiple payline 
gaming method and apparatus wherein a multiplicity of independently driven symbol 
carrying elements are arranged in a non-orthogonal and/or none-rectangular array and 
are combined with a plurality of individually selectable paylines intersecting various 
combinations of the elements; and the cited reference of Luciano et al. (2001/0041610) 
teaches a method and apparatus wherein calculations of full game credits and partial 
game credits are performed based upon the voucher value and the credit value; Payne 
et al. and/or Luciano et al., alone or in combination, does not anticipate or make 
obvious the applicant's claimed limitations of receive a single wager input as a result of 
a single one of the operations of the input device, the single wager input corresponding 
to a value of at least one whole credit; activate one of the quantities of the paylines in 
response to the single wager input; automatically apportion the value on the activated 
quantity of paylines in response to the single wager input, the apportionment being 
performed by at least determining a fraction of said value to be wagered on each 
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activated payline, at least two of the fractions being different if the value wagered 
divided by the activated paylines results in a remainder, and for each winning symbol 
combination that occurs on each activated payline, provide an award to the player 
based on a multiple of the fraction (or of the apportionment) of the value wagered on 
said activated payline (as per claims 1, 15, 21, 28, 31, 34)(or method as per claim 34 
having steps thereto), in combination with other presented limitations. 
Claims 1-24, 26-28, 30-32, 34, and 35, therefore, are allowable.
